OFFICE SEEKERS 


T raditionally at this period W ash­ 
ington is full of a horde of would-be 
servants of Uncle Sam. 
They turn up 
every time there is a change of adm in­ 
istration anxiously looking for pick­ 
ings, big and little. 
There are not so 
many when a president is re-elected. 
Rut no doubt the population of W ash­ 
ington is considerably augmented by 
this elem ent as Mr. W ilson starts his 


second term. 
There should he nothing discredit­ 
able in seeking 
a 
post under Uncle 
Sam. 
Our government 
departments 


n e e d no end of good men. 
There is a 
great field there 
for 
system atizing 
ability. Competent judges have always 
said that a good organizer could save 
many millions of dollars. 
But good organizers 
fight 
shy 
of 
government work. 
The power of form 
and 
custom 
is 
too 
trem endously 
strong. 
If a trained business exec­ 
utive began to shake ut» the dust. 
there would he a trem endous clatter 
of dry hones. 
He would find him self 
so tangled up with precedents and eus 
toms and regulations that lie would 
get little done. 
As the departments 
have 
secured 
better protection against the assaults 
of the spoils-seekers, a better class of 
young men has been going into the 
civil service. 
Rut young fellow s of 
exceptional Initiative and force are 
not much attracted by its opportun 
ities. They dread the sinister Influence 
of politics, and arc attracted to em ­ 
ployments where individual merit is 
more quickly recognized. 
They 
don't 
like 
an 
employment 
where you must work through som e 
congressm an or politician to get rec­ 
ognition for good 
work 
done. 
The 
office-seekers 
include 
thousands 
of 
good. honest workers, w ho will render 
faithful 
service 
along 
a 
certain 
groove. 
But they will not he» first 
class executives until Congress gets 
the business idea of placing the de­ 
partments in the hands of business 
men and gives them the power for a 
com plete reorganization. 


TAX LIMITATION LAW 


The State Tax Commission, created 
for the purpose of investigating tax 
m atters in California, strongly recom­ 


m e n d s tax limitation taws sim ilar in 
structure and purpose to the limita 
tion acts of New Mexico, Colorado and 
Oregon. 
A tax limitation hill has been intro­ 
duced which provides that no county 
may in any year make a total tax levy 
■which will produce an amount more 
than five per cent in excess 
of 
the 
amount produced by the total tax levy 
in the preceding year. 
As an illustration of the working ol 
this principle, a county which in the 
fiscal year 191.V16, produced 
by 
its 
total tax levies the sum of ItOO.boo 
would be limited to 1105,000 as the 
total of its tax Jevies In the fiscal year 
1916-17. 
To m eet em ergencies or special re 
quirem ents, provision is made w h e r e ­ 
by. on proper showing, 
a 
board 
of 
authorization. 
consisting 
of 
Stat* 
officials, can grant perm ission for a 
county in a particular 
year, 
to 
go 
above the limit. 
But the right 
is 
reserved to the 
people who pay the taxes, to accept 
or reject such permit or refusal of 
permit by referendum process if they 
so desire. 
The experience of the states above 
m entioned has shown that the limita­ 
tion la w serves as an effective check 
against extravagance 
and 
untieces 
sary increases of the tax burden. 


UNITED WE STAND 


Over in Europe tile warring peoples 
and their rulers have learned In the 
hard school of the war to pull together 
to a common end. 
In Great Britain, notably, this neeos- 
sity of personal sacrifice has been uni­ 
versally accepted 
and 
acted upon, 
though violating the dearest traditions 
of what has been regarded as an ultra­ 
conservative people. 
W ith the central powers there has 
been no less subordination of the indi­ 
vidual to the state.
